factions, 
each with a candidate

mayor“ 
At the convention two fac­ 
tions saw* the necessity of uniting to 
prevent the third from winning out, 
aud Mr. 
J ones was selected as 
the 
man on 
whom both could unite 
and 
would 
be 
strong enough 
with 
the 
church people and popular with the 
workingmen. 
After a struggle in tbe 
convention 
Mr. 
J ones 
secured 
the 
nomination, and in the election that 
followed was elected by a small plu­ 
rality. 
His administration of his office 
while h« mest and efficient, did not suit 
the different factions in the Republi­ 
can party, however, and when bis 
term expired he was refused a re- 
nomination. 
Mr. J ones then appealed 
| to the people as an independent can­ 
didate. 
In the election that followed 
he carried every precinct in the city 
but one ami polled 70 per cent of the 
entire vote cast. 
He was elected for 
a third term Ly a handsome plurality 
In 1901. 
In 1903 he was again re­ 
nominated by petition and with both 
a Republican and Democratic candi­ 
date against him wa9 again elected 
mayor of Toledo. 
By the terms of the election bill 
passed by the Ohio legislature last 
winter bis term of office was extended 
until J anuary, 190K. 
In 1809 Mayor 
J ones was nominated for governor by 
petition as a non partisan ami polled 
over 1 0 0 .0 0 0 votes, carrying tbe cities 
of Toledo and Cleveland by large plu­ 
ralities.

P« *cullar Antic« of T his C a r ios ity of 
I’ Im u i l.if« -. 
There is in the wilds of northw estern 
Idaho a species of the acacia tree 
which is entitled to b e classed as one 
of the wonders of plant life. It grows 
to a height of ab out eight feet and 
when l ull grow u closes its leaves to­ 
gether in coils each day at sunset and 
curls its tw igs to the shape of pigtails. 
A fter the tree has settled itself thus 
for a night's sleep, if touched the whole 
thing will flutter its if agitated or im ­ 
patient at b eing disturb ed. The oftener 
the foliage is molest tat the more vio­ 
lent 
b ecomes 
the 
shaking 
of 
the 
b ranches, and at leugtli the tree emits 
a nauseating odor, which if inhaled for 
a few m om ents causes a violent, dixzy 
headache. 
T he angry tree, as it lias b een named, 
w as discovered b y travelers, who upon 
m aking cam p for the night placed one 
end of n canvas covering over one of 
the sensitive b ranches, using it for a 
support. Im mediately the tree b egan to 
sharply jerk its b ranches. The motion 
continued, grow ing more nervous, until 
at last the sickening odor which it 
gave out drove tlie tired cam pers to a 
more friendly location. 
Furiosity of 
course prom pted an investigation. One 
of the angry trees was dug up and 
throw n t<> one side. Im mediately upon 
b eing removed from the ground the 
tree opened its leaves, its tw igs lost 
their pigtails, and for som ething over 
an 
hour 
and

half 
the outraged 
b ranches showed their indignation b y

aeries 
of quakings,

weaker as time passed, finally ceasing 
altogether, when the foliage hung limp 
and withered.
